In  the  matter  of  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing 
the  Location,  Construction,  and  Clearances  of  Rail¬ 
ways,  Part  1  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “  Railway  Act,”  being  chapter  285, 
R.S.B.C.  1948,  having  been  revised  in  June,  1950, 
and  approved  by  Order  in  Council  on  the  19th 
September,  1950,  under  Certificate  No.  771: 

And  whereas  subsequent  amendments  have  been 
approved  as  follows: — 

Rule  62:  Certificate  No.  793,  dated  29th  Janu¬ 
ary,  1952. 

Rules  37,  38,  39,  40,  Appendices  G  and  1:  Cer¬ 
tificate  No.  883,  dated  17th  July,  1956. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Lyle  Wicks,  Minister  of  Rail¬ 
ways  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  hereby 
certify  that,  pursuant  to  section  289  of  the  “  Rail¬ 
way  Act,”  being  chapter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948,  I  have 
further  amended  the  aforementioned  rules  and 
regulations,  Part  I,  as  follows: — 

By  striking  out  the  figure  “  5  ”  in  the  third  line  of 
Rule  36,  and  substituting  the  figure  “  6.” 

By  striking  out  Rule  53,  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following: — 

“  53.  Guard-rails.  —  On  logging  and  industrial 
railways  all  bridges  on  curves  over  6  degrees  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  steel  tight  guard-rail  on  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  inside  running-rail  to  the  full  length  of 
the  structure,  and  steel  Jorden  guard-rails  shall  be 
placed  on  any  bridge  on  any  railway  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  they  are  considered 
necessary.” 

And  by  adopting  the  following: — 

“  37.  Overhead  Crossings  of  Railways  by  Con¬ 
duits,  Flumes,  Conveyers,  or  Aerial  Tramways. — 
Where  conduits,  flumes,  conveyers,  or  aerial  tram¬ 
ways  cross  over  or  under  railways,  plans  and  pro¬ 
files  in  accordance  with  Rule  7  and  in  the  form 
given  in  Rule  14  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  approval,  and  the  Minister  may  issue  special 
instructions  with  respect  to  safety  of  such  cross¬ 
ings.  An  Inspecting  Engineer  of  the  Department 
shall  inspect  such  crossings  before  being  put  into 
operation. 


“  38.  Overhead  Crossings  of  Railways  by  Pipe¬ 
lines. —  Where  pipe-lines  defined  as  such  in  the 
‘  Pipe-lines  Act  ’  of  Canada  or  the  ‘  Pipe-lines  Act,’ 
chapter  60,  S.B.C.  1955,  cross  over  a  railway  in  any 
manner  of  overhead  crossing,  plans  and  profiles  in 
accordance  with  Rule  7  and  in  the  form  given  in 
Rule  14  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  for 
approval,  and  the  Minister  may  issue  special  in¬ 
structions  with  respect  to  safety  and  the  inspection 
of  such  crossings.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  ever\ 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub 
fished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
n  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

6.  George  Edward  Marrs,  James  Ernest  Taylor, 
Sydney  Walter  Feus,  Samuel  Forrest  Thompson, 


and  Eugene  Ambrose  LaRue  are  hereby  appointed 
a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  village  munici¬ 
pality,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  succes¬ 
sors  have  been  elected  at  the  first  annual  election  in 
the  month  of  December,  1957,  and  take  office  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  Statute.  Should  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  resign,  or 
for  some  other  reason  be  unable  to  continue  in 
office,  then  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  by  Order  appoint  some  other  person  to  hold 
office  until  a  successor  has  been  elected  at  the  first 
annual  election  in  the  month  of  December,  1957, 
and  takes  office  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
Statute. 

7.  The  Commissioners  hereby  appointed  shall 
make  due  preparation  for  the  holding  of  the  first 
annual  election,  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1957,  as  provided  for  by  Statute. 

8.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  October,  1957,  to  incur 
liabilities  by  borrowing  money,  or  otherwise,  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3,000)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  village  municipality  until  the  rev¬ 
enues  for  the  year  1957  are  available  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  and  any  liability  so  incurred  shall  be  repaid 
out  of  the  revenue  for  the  year  1957. 

In  testimony  whereof,  We  have  caused  these  Our 
Letters  to  be  made  Patent  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  Our  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed. 
Witness,  the  Honourable  Frank  Mackenzie  Ross, 
C.M.G.,  M.C.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our 
said  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  Our  City 
of  Victoria,  in  Our  said  Province,  this  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  in 
the  sixth  year  of  Our  Reign.
